ried Away. 


PUKTLAMU, Or., June 5.— Slowly and 


surely the waters of the Willamette 
river continue to me, and indications 
are that it will continue for several days 
to coine, This afternoon the river stood 
32.2-10 feet above low water mark. At 
Umatilla the 
Coluutbia river stood 


34,I.J feet above, and at Pascoe 34 feet 
above. There yet remains snow enough 
in the mountains to keep the rivers at 
their present height for several days to 
come, even though they should rise no 
higher. It is impossible to approximate 
the amount of damage inflicted upon 
this city in damage to properly and loss 
of business. The entire wholesale dis- 
trict is tlooded to a depth of from six: to 
ten feet. Thedamage to the river front 
alone will be nearly a million dollars. 
There is scarcely a wharf or warehouse 
that has not suffered more or leas. 


The First National bank, Portland 


National, Bank of British Columbia, 
London &San Francisco, United States 
Kational and Merchants' National have 
all moved to higher ground. Hafts and 
tint boats, piled high with goods of 
every description, are 
being poled 


through the streets to the waters' edge 
for transportation to higher ground 
where business is transacted with great 
inconvenience. To those out of em- 
ployment the flood has proved a great 
benefit, as hundreds of men lind work 
in building and propelling boats and 
rafts and assisting in moving goods.Many 
families living on the lowerground have 
been forced to take refuge in the upper 
stories of their homes and in many in- 
stances their situation is desperate. 


The railroad situation remains un- 


changed. The Southern Pacific is the 
onlv line running trams into the city. 
No "loss of life has yet occurred. 
The 


chamber of commerce ia entirely sur- 
rounded, and the second floor is under 
water. 


While the city is confronted with dis- 


aster, adjacent points are having a sim- 
ilar experience. Columbia slough pre- 
sents a scene of desolation. Many fam- 
ilies have been forced to abandon their 
homes. 
Chicken houses, barna and 


other small buildings have been carried 
away. Tops of houses and trees are 
seen just above the water. The lower 
portion of Vancouver is submerged and 
Troutdale is also flooded. 


The locks at the Caecadea have stood 


the strain so far, but there is great dan- 
ger that thev will be swept away. 
Hhould the water break over the hulk- 
head and pour down on the hicomplet- 
ed portion, the loss would be at least 
fcioO.OOO. 


Sugar Schedule Adopted. 


WASHINGTON, June 5.— The comprom- 


ise amendments to the sugar schedule 
were all adopted in the senate today, 
and the pivotal schedule on which the 
fate of the tariff measure depends went 
through without change. Mundereon 
and Perkins voted against the amend- 
ment to place all sugar on the free list, 
and Quay was paired against it, while 
Sherman, who waa present, did not vote 
at all. Only one of the Populists, 
I'effer, voted for free sugar. Had all 
the Republicans and Populists and two 
disaffected 
Democrats joined hands, 


sugar, raw and refined, wuuld have gone 
on the free Hat. On all other amend- 
ments offered by the Republicans the 
majority anainst them ranged from 3 to 
10. The adoption of the sugar schedule

returns from ten counties give Lord, 
Republican, for governor, 7200; Gallo- 
way, Democrat, 3232; Pierce, Populist, 
4590. Lord's plurality in the state is 
estimated at 15,000. Seven counties in 
the first congressional district give Her- 
man, Republican, for congress, 5479; 
Weatherford, Democrat, 1390; Miller, 
Populist, 2809. In the second congres- 
sional district only two counties are 
heart! from. They give Ellis, Republi- 
can, 2172; Ratey, Democrat, S79; Wai- 
drop, Populist, 1(03. The entire Re- 
publican state ticket ia elected except 
Irwin, for school superintendent, who 
is probably defeated by Reid, Democrat, 
by a email plurality. The floods have 
so interrupted communication that it 
will be a week before complete returns 
are received.

A VALUABLE HIDE. 


ttichael McGowan's Claim for Dam- 


ages. 


SAN FRASCISOO, June 5.- Michael Mc- 


Gowan, a baker who came here from 
Butte, Mont., and was subsequently 
treated in the city hospital for an ul- 
cerated ankle, has begun suit against 
the city for $25,003 damages. He sues 
;o recover for lost skin. His claim is 
hat the. hospital surgeons placed him 
under the influence of a powerful an- 
jtiSthetic, and without his knowledge or 
consent, cut from his thighs seven strips 
of skin one and one-half inches wide, 
and from four to eight inches long. Mc- 
3owan's valued epidermis was used in 
a skin-grafting operation upon the faces 
of a Frenchman and Frenchwoman who 
md been badlv burned in a Ore. Mc- 
Gowan claims to have suffered great 
mental and physical anxiety, and in his 
complaint recites the fact that the 
Frenchman now claims to be "hall 
French and half Irish," and it has 
Tnnhled him on account of his rais- 
'ortune.

The 
miners announced they would lay down 
.heir arms immediately on the arrival 
of the state troops. 


The deputies will follow the troops to 


the mining camp anil serve warrants, 
which they are said to hold for 'JOO 
strikers.

WASHINGTON, June 7. — In the senate 


today, speakingcf the claim for $15,000,- 
000 ugainat the Stanford estate, Senator 
Hoar said the government ought at once 
to decide the question of extinguishing 
and putting this claim at rest. He did 
not suppose, he said, that any one seri- 
ously supposed the government had a 
c a m against the Stanford estate, and it 
vaa proper that the judiciary committee 
should inquire whether this alleged 
: aiui was founded on a technicality or 
iiion law and equity. 


Hoar ret-ited the benefactions under 
ie will of Stanford, and added: 
<;If 


ie government had a claim of $15,- 
100,000, that was only 20 cents apiece 
or the inhabitants of the United States, 
o whom Mr. Stanford has consecrated 
iis large estate, and it ought not to em- 
barrass the closing years of his widow 
and cripple, perhaps destroy a great gift 
ie las made for the benefit of the poor 
by eeekiiig to press it." 
" No one," Mr. Blackburn said in re- 


ily, " felt more deeply than he the 
>ublic spirit manifested by bis late as* 
iociate in devoting so much to edm-a- 
.iuual purposes. But the question was, 
lid he own the estate, or had he sought 
:o divert to tltia high purpose an estate 
,} at belonged to the 
United States. 


The Attorney-General had already taken- 
steps to determine this question, and it 
was the first time he had ever heard of 
either House of Congress attempting to 
stay the hand of the law. If the claim 
against the Stanford estate was relin- 
qu shed and set at rest, the claim 
igainet Hopkins, Crocker and Hunting- 
Ion must be released also." 


Hoar insisted this did not necessarily 


follow. The resolution was one of pure 
inquiry.

The book saj-s tlie as- 
sertions of the London Times which re- 
Butted in the Farnell trial were abso- 
lutely true. Tynan tells how the Flue- 
nix park murders were committed, and 
says although the deed was denounced 
by Parnellitee at the time, the whole 
tbing was planned and carried out by 
the advice ot Irish parliamentary lead- 
era.' He gives exhaustive details of the 
preparations for the removal of Chief 
Secretary Cavendish and Under Secre- 
tary Burke, who are referred to as mem- 
bers of tbe British, murder society.

Tbe Missouri Kiver Occupies What 


Was Once the 
Main 


Street. 


ST.' JosErii, Mo., Juno 2.—As a direct 


result of the high water in the Missouri 
river the once prosperous village oi Win- 
throp, forty miles pouth of St. Joe, will 
soon be wiped off the face of the earth. 
The Missouri river, when it first be^un 
the spring rise this year, began cutting 
the bank at Edgetown uud today half 
the place was melted into the river, to- 
gether with half a dozen farms of 160 
acres each. The channel of the river 
was half a mile west of Winthrop last 
vear, but today that channel is a eand 
bar and the river now occupies what 
was once the main street of the village. 


The water is now within a few rods of 


the tracks of four railroad companies, 
which are parallel with each other at 
that point, and. it is rapidly eating its 
way into the right of way, and all four 
companies are preparing to abandon 
their road beds and enter Atuhison from 
a point further north. In such an 
event the f 100,000 railroad bridge con- 
necting Winthrop and Atchinspn will 
be abandoned. \Vinthrop, which was 
a town of 1,300 inhabitants, lias al- 
ready lost halt its population, and as 
houses cannot be sold, they are being 
torn down and carried into the country. 
The work of demolishing the Methodist 
church, a structure which cost $IO,OOOa 
year ago, is now going on. Farmers 
who owned farms valued at $10,000 two 
months ago ore without an acre of 
ground today. _

A few months ago THK RKPTBLICAK 


succeeded in exciting considerable de- 
rision aiiionp its esteemed Democratic 
and Populist contemporaries by stating 
that the rapid change of sentiment 
among the Republican leaders and Uie 
press of the East gave the assurance 
that the party would stand on a strong 
silver platform iu 1S96. The esteemed 
contemporaries pointed derisively to the 
Republican votes east in congress for 
the repeal of the Sherman act, and 
politely suggested that this paper was 
talking merely for the pleasure of listen- 
ing to the melody of its own voice. 


They had evidently failed to make a 


note of the radical change of utterance 
on this question by some of the leading 
and most influential journals of the 
country, and the position taken by such 
Republicans as Senator Cameron of 
Pennsylvania and others who had been 
counted as adherents of the single gold 
standard. 


Perhaps when they read the interview 


n ith Tom lieed—tlie original "Czar" 
and present Republican leader in the 
house1—which will appear in the current 
number of the London Fortnightly Re- 
view, they may be willing to concede 
the probability that Tm: KEPIMIUCAN 
was not altogether wild in its predic- 
tions. It is reported from London that 
Mr. Heed not only declares that the 
time has come when the Republican 
party will have to stand for the cause of 
silver, but that the tariff and silver will 
have to be considered as one issue. 


Tom Reed has been considered one of 


the strongest and ablest opponents of 
silver in the Republirau party, and lie 
practically admits a change of opinion 
on that question when ho says that 
'one thing I have learned since the ces- 
sation of silver purchase last year—that 
el leap silver ia an effective stimulus to 
Asiatic exports, and this being the case, 
we have got to consider silver and the 
tariff, not as two issues, bat as one." 


THE REPUBLICAN is not at all surprised 


that Mr. Reed has discovered the neces- 
sity for the use of silver as a money by 
this government, its surprise pertaining 
entirely to the fact that he has not sooner 
reached that conclusion. 


Mr. Reed does not mince matters be- 


cause he is speaking through an English 
journal to an English audience, but 
throws down the genntlet in this em- 
phatic manner: 


You in England want us to lower our 


duties. What will yon give us in ex- 
change? Will you open your mints to 
our silver by agreement?" One thing at 
least you may rely upon, you will not 
find the Republican party offering the 
other cheek as these Democratic gentle- 
men do. 


This sentiment will find an echo in 


the hearts of millions of Americans in 
all parties. Torn Keed may be a new 
recruit to the cause of silver, but he 
need be none the less welcome on that 
account. He is a powerful one. 


IT 13 gratifying to note that the Ex- 


aminer has finally found FOmething in 
i'resno county which it can commend. 
It is a pleasing change from tbe unwar- 
ranted criticism which the Sim Fran- 
cisco dailies have been so unstintedly 
bestowing on Fresno and Tulare coun- 
ties for more than a year past.

Ttsays: "It is gratifying 
to find that the merchants and land 
owners of Fresno are taking up tlie pro- 
ject of a canal for tbe San Joaquin valley 
iu earueat. Tbe energy thus far shown 
by the Busmesa Men's 
Association 


makes it within reason to hope that the 
project will become an accomplished 
fact in the near future. The meeting 
held on Saturday showed a practical 
kind of enthneiasm that makes it likely 
that the work oi construction will soon 
be under war. The arrangements for 
surveying the route are now made, and 
while it is practically impossible to raise 
the money outright to do the work the 
subscriptions in the form of teams, 
tools and 
labor 
will 
probably be 


enough to insure the completion of the 
canal. This is the right way to go to 
work. Cities or districts tbat wait for 
congress or the state to furnish the 
money and help them out do not fare 
very well. But those tbat have the en- 
ergy to go ahead and do work for them- 
selves have no trouble in bringing in 
trade and industry, and they usually 
get thti favors in the way of public im- 
provements that are denied totheplacet 
that wait for somebody else to help 
them. There if" no doubt that a canal 
from the head of river navigation to 
Bakersfield would prove a money saving 
enterprise to the valley through which 
it would pass. The great need of tbat 
region is cheap transportation. 
Its 


great drawback is the heavy toll that is 
put upon the prodacer for taking his 
goods to market and the heavy freight 
charges he must pay on what he buyn in 
return. The country within reach of 
river navigation gets cheap transporta- 
tion, and feels ita benefits. The touth- 
ern portion of the San Joaquin valley 
can get it, too, if it constructs the pro- 
jected canal." 


TITLARK IB following the example of 


Freano in regard to the "industrial'1 
army. Tbeyare giving them something 
to eat while they are there with the 
understanding that supplies will be cut 
off unless their stay is brief. It ia ex- 
tremely doubtful if the army will be able 
to get out of the state as an organized 
body, but will probably disband, and 
the majority will succeed in beating 
their way East on the trains.

plars' Home, Vallejo, at $7.50 each, 
$22.50; twenty-three at the Whittier Re- 
form school at- $12.50each, $237.50; mak- 
ing a total monthly cost of $1299.15. 


"\Vhen-it is remembered that these ex- 


penditures are increasing and likely to 
continue to increase, the question might 
well be considered as to whether it 
would not be more economical for the 
county to provide a place for the care of 
its own indigent poor, orphans and in- 
corrigibles. Judges should hesitate to 
commit criminals to WLittler wheu 
less expensive local punishment or the 
state's prison would answer tbe pur- 
pose. The sick, the unfortunate and 
the vicious have to be cared for, but in 
the prosecution of criminals and in the 
care of the indigent there would seem 
to be room for the exercise of some 
economy and better business methods.

better than they did. It was when the 
gentle Mrs. Lieutenant General notified 
the public that the regiment would stay 
until it got ready to go, and tbat if food 
was not contributed they would get it 
anyway, that a "dead cold frost" struck 
the outfit. 


THE way to get rid of tramps, which 


has long been known and has many 
times been proved, is to make their 
food and shelter depend absolutely upon 
work. Last winter the city of. Balti- 
more rid itself of all these pests by 
refuging to give them a place to sleep 
except on condition of their earning it. 
The result was that when other cities 
were overrun with tramps Baltimore 
was free from them, and time relieved 
the city turned its attention to finding 
work for the deserving unemployed. 
This work came so near to paying for 
itself tbat only an insignificant sum of 
money was required to prevent actual 
Buffering. This interesting sociological 
result has, therefore.again demonstrated 
that it io the tramp—the idler who does 
not want work—that causes the de- 
moralization in time of distress, and 
prevents the involuntary idle from find- 
ing proper aid. A very interesting and 
complete explanation of Una experi- 
ment appears in the June number of 
The Forum, by Dr. E. L. II. GoiiM, of 
th« Johns Hopkins university, who had 
the direction of this important work.

Congressman Oates, who championed 
the policy of the national administra- 
tion from the stump, is thought to have 
the best of it in tbe race for governor, 
while Senator Morgan, whose campaign 
for re-election was distinguished for its 
attacks on tbe President, has secured 
enough of the nominees for the legisla- 
ture to make his re-election sure." 


TUB lawless and asinine actions of 


Governor Waite of Colorodo, which 
btartle the people at every turn, serve to 
show the great danger and utter folly 
of elevating Ignorant and irresponsible 
men to positions of executive or legis- 
lative power. The Populists will have 
to change their name to'''Anarchists," 
if they continue to choose such cranks 
as Waite, to stand as exponents of their 
party principles. It is indeed a sorry 
spectacle to eee a Governor of a great 
state use the militia under his command 
to protect a m6b of murderous rioters in 
their deeds of violence. Thank heaven, 
the Democratic party never had to blush 
for such a governor as Waite.—Madera 
Tribune. 


A Democratic United States senator, 


who stands su high in the counsels of 
the party that he has been seriously 
considered as n candidate for the presi- 
dency, stood up in tbe balls of congress 
and advocated the right of men to do 
the very things which the Colorado 
strikers have been doing, and no Demo- 
crat in that body had the moral courage 
or loyalty to denounce that attack upon 
the fundamental duty of the government 
to preserve the public peace and the 
lives and property of its citizens. The 
pot is not made whiter by calling the 
kettle black. 


THE action of Attorney General Olney 


in tiling a claim against the Stanford es- 
state for the indebtedness of the Union 
Pacific railroad to tlie government has 
occasioned a good deal of surprise. 
Opinions differ as to whether the govern- 
ment can succeed in holding the estate, 
but if so the sentiment of regret will be 
quite general that other estates amassed 
out of the railroad have been allowed to 
pass out of reach. The San Francisco 
Chronicle makes the following comment 
on the unexpected action by the attor- 
ney general: "Attorney General Olney, 
after having prepared a bill which prac- 
ticalty canceled the debt of the Union 
Pacific and gave the corporation a good- 
conduct medal besides, has now con- 
cluded to file a claim against the estate 
of Leland Stanford for the sum of 
$13,000,000, which is Olney's compu- 
tation of the Stanford share of the 
Central Pacific indebtedness to the 
United States government. Mr. Olney 
may be acting out of abundant caution, 
but his action looks a good deal like a 
bluff. Had he displayed any eagerness 
heretofore to collect the amount of in- 
debtedness of the subsidized roads to 
the government, this action would be 
commendable as being in the line of 
his duty, but an official who in one 
breath can recommend an extension of 
the Union Pacific's tLne for a whole cen- 
tury, with a reduction of interest, and 
and in the next attempt to collect an 
aliquot part of the Central 1'acilic debt 
from the estate of one of the original 
stockholders, ia not very consistent, to 
say the least. Tbe Attorney General 
seems to be desirous to attain a little ! 
cheap reputation for zeal. It is time he ' 
had a reputation for something besides : 
being a corporation lawyer." 


TIME FOR AGGRESSION. 


If the rapacious English government 


persists in refusing to agree to a ratio 
for silver coinage, iu order to retain the 
uulair profits accruing from the appre- 
ciated value of money under the single 
standard policy, there is but one practi- 
cable course for this government to 
take, and that is to fight for our rights 
as a debtor nation with tlie most effec- 
tive weapon which we have at baud. 


Holland has three uses for the United 


States—to loan us money at » high rate 
of interest, to secure our markets for 
her manufactured products, and to get 
our 
agricultural 
products 
at 


low it price as possible. The mainten- 
ance of gold as the single standard bene- 
fits it iu two ways. It has a tendency 
to maintain high rates of interest and to 
decrease the price of our agricultural 
uroducts. This is all right for England 
as the creditor nation, but it is too 
heavy a burden for this and other agri- 
cultural and debtor nations to carry. 
It must be thrown off, and as long and 
earnest persuasion has failed, tbe gospel 
of love must be abandoned for the more 
effective means of retaliation. 


The United States can secure her im- 


ports of mfinuftictured goods from other 
countries, and by discrimination hi their 
favor can bring a most powerful lever- 
age upon the British government. Tbe 
English manufacturing interests are not 
in a prosperous condition, and are poorly 
prepared to withstand the ioss of so 
large and profitable a market as they 
find in the United States. H ia evident 
that they could not afford to hold out 
against a policy which would practically 
bar them out of this market. 


So far as a return of hostilities by th e 


enactment of a discriminative tariff 
againet the United States is concerned, 
it is practically certain that such policy 
would not be adopted, and that England 
would be hurt worse by it than the 
United States if it should be. England 
is too inseparably wedded to 
free 


trade 
to 
make 
such a departure 


as 
a 
move of 
that 
sort would 


necessitate, and even if ber mossgrown 
policy should bo broken dcwn to that 
extent, her loss would be -greater than 
ours. Wheat is now our greatest arti- 
cle of export, and as tlie depreciation of 
prices has rendered its production un- 
profitable tbe English market is of 
little consequence on that score. We 
gam nothing by raising a surplus and 
selling it without profit. We had far 
better quit raising wheat for the Eng- 
lish market than to allow the English 
system of finance to continue to domi- 
date the civilized world, simply because 
England lias the advantage of being the 
creditor instead of the debtor nation. 


The gauntlet which Tom Reed has 


thrown down to England must be fol- 
lowed up in earnest hy the American 
people and the issue forced to a speedy 
conclusion. If the United States were 
a weak and helpless nation, like the re- 
publics of HID southern half of the con- 
tinent, it would be folly to attempt to 
resist the imperial financial sway of tbe 
British government, but with her mag- 
nificent resources and the 
superior 


weapons which this government can 
bring to bear in such a conflict, there 
can hardly be a question as to our final 
success. It is not even probable that 
England will permit such a test to oc- 
cur, but if convinced that this govern- 
ment is not disposed to longer act tbe 
part uf a truculent inferior enslaved by 
debt, she will in all probability concede 
both the wisdom and justice of our de- 
mands for an agreed ratio for the coin- 
age of silver money which shall be good 
for all purposes in all countries. 


THERE will be a general feeling of 


thankfulness that the Colontdo coal 
miners'strike has beeu settled without 
further loss of life or further disgrace of 
tlie commonwealth, than baa already 
been indicted upon a practically de- 
fenseless people. The settlement was 
readied through a compromise, the 
mine owners conceding the shorter 
hours'demand, but retaining tbe right 
to hire union or non-union miners as 
they see fit. It was upon this latter 
point that the owners had persistently 
refused to concede the demand of the 
strikers and the hitter just as persist- 
ently insisted on tbe employment of 
union 
men 
exclusively. Tbe point 


gained by the strikers was an hour lees 
work per day, one-half of wliich demand 
the owners had offered 
to 
allow. 


The concession made by the strikers 
was evidently due to the fact that the 
civil authorities had finally collected a 
sufficient force and munitions of war to 
prosecute a successful campaign, and the 
time had coine for bostilitiea to open in 
earnest. It is difficult to judge of the 
merits of the controversy from this dis- 
tance, but there is probably no fault to 
find with the outcome. The objection 
raised is to the methods of open rebellion 
to the civil law adopted by the strikers, 
the widespread terrorism visited upon 
disinterested people and the aid and 
comfort furnished the outlaws by tbe 
governor of the state. 


NOTE—Reports received at a late hour 


this morning raise a doubt as to the 
correctness of the reported settlement.

Some of 
the matters are not presented in as 
strong a light as they might have been, 
but they serve nevertheless to call the 
attention of the proper authorities to 
some of the needs of the county govern- 
ment. 


THE turning down of the head of 


the department who opposed the ap- 
pointment of 
the 
family 
of Sur- 


veyor General Will S. Green in clerical 
positions under the father of them all, 
goes toward the establishment of an im- 
portant political precedent. In sustain- 
ing Mr. Green in his natural desire to 
provide liberally for his family the ad- 
ministration has added to the well 
known ruleof action by President Cleve- 
land that "public olh'ce is a public 
trust," an amendment to the effect that 
public olfice ia also a family snap. If in 
connection with this as a fundamental 
principle in the management of the na- 
tional pie counter there could also be a 
rule adopted giving the preference to 
men of families, the attractions of fed- 
eral office holding would be greatly en- 
hanced to those who were, fortunate in 
the matter of having accumulated a 
largenumber of dependent heirs. There 
is an intimation, however, of a slight 
drawback to the entirely satisfactory 
working of the plan outlined in the fact 
that Mr. Green withdrew the appoint- 
ment of a son-in-law before the other 
selections were acted upon. This leads 
to the conclusion that it was politely 
given out that family snaps should he- 
understood to include only those bound 
by ties of blood relationship to the 
original appointee. The barring of im- 
pecunious sons-in-law would he quite a 
hardship in a good many casea, and a 
modification of the rule would of course 
be earnestly sought for. Altogether the 
case of Mr. Green and his family will 
be an interesting subject for tbe con- 
sideration of those gentlemen who do 
politics as a matter of business.

lowed in the rest of the state.

tion of I>oa Angeles. The wealth of the 
balance of the state has been pouring 
into the San Francisco coffers as it never 
has before. Business has been much 
better there than in any place on the 
coast, and that there is no actual tailing 
off iu values, either in personal or real 
property, is evident.

THE movement to build a navigable 


canal from Fresno to the San Joaquin 
river is creating a rattling among the 
dry bones of the somnolent Stockton A 
Eakersficld railroad. It is a pleasant 
thine to discover that the railroad pro- 
ject iB not actually dead, but as matters 
now stand the prospect is good that 
freight will he carried from Fresno by 
water before it will over the competing 
road to Stockton. Fresno people are 
rapidly making up their inmde that if 
the question of reasonable freight tariff 
is ever settled, they have got to take 
hold of the canal proposition 
and 


do the work themselves. They have

Franrifco 


for assistance so long that they have 
lost faith in any proposition coiuinc 
from that source. Heaven helps those 
who help themselves, and the people of 
Fresno are thoroughly convinced Unit 
they will have to dig their way out of 
the disadvantage to which they are put 
by want of competition. They are con- 
fident that when they have dug their 
canal to the river, that the government 
will put that stream in condition for 
navigation the year round. When that 
is accomplished the question of cheap 
transportation will be settled for all 
time to come.

DELUGE 
OF 
PETITIONS 


The Supervisors Confronted by the 


Women of Fresno 


Their Might. 


in 


Though the decision of the supervis- 


ors to sustain the Sunday closing ordi- 
nance had heeii deemed a foregone con- 
clusion, there 
were a number of 


the 
women of 
Fresno 
who 
had 


resolved that the influence of their 
presence should not ho wanting when 
the question came up before the Board 
of Supervisors yesterday afternoon. 


The proceedings lasted two hours, but 


110 one looked even once at the clock 
during that time. lu the words of one 
of the audience, "It was as good as a 


Two petitions and two remonstrances 


were presented for the consideration of 
the board. The first petition was for 
tlie repeal of the ordinance passed last 
November closing saloons on Sunday. 
It liore !5G signatures, and represented 
the 
views of a number of busi- 


ness men of Fresno, with a sprink- 
ling of saloon keepers. The second 
petition prayed 
for a speedy 
de- 


cision on the issue, and that the resolu- 
tion of the board deferring considera- 
tion til! June 6th be rescinded. The 
hoard had practically ignored this peti- 
tion by confirming tbe postponement to 
June 6th. 


The first remonstrance was from 1633 


voters and taxpayers, who wanted the 
Sunday ordinance to stand; the second 
waa signed by 1737 women, who also pro- 
tested against any attempt to repeal the 
ordinance. 


A glance at the floor of the supervisor- 


ial chamber showed that the women had 
scored one victory to start with. They 
crowded in bright and early, in such 
numbers as to Jill all the chairs and 
overflow into the inner sanctum sanc- 
torum of tlie Supervisors themselves. 
The consequence was that the saloon 
keepers were forced to peep over the 
shoulders of the men in the doorways, 
and as the peeping process waa neither 
agreeable nor dignified, while promis- 
ing to be perfectly monotonous, they 
retired in distrust at the very outset of 
the proceedings. Joe Huher looked as 
lonesome and out of place as an under- 
taker at a wedding. He tried to smile, 
but the aspect of the many elderly und 
stern-visaged matrons and spinsters 
around evident!v scared him. 


Meanwhile tlie Rev. J. II. Collins, 


officiating as "Master of Ceremonies," 
leaned on one of the the pillars of the 
gateway leading to the space within the 
rail, und the Itov. D. H. Gillan on tlie 
other. On a table beside thetu lay u 
petition coiletl up, which they presently 
unrolled. They stood close together 
when thev begun, but by the time one- 
half had been unrolled'tlie preachers 
were in opposite corners like the end 
men of a minstrel troupe. 


"Go slow, Brother," said Collins to 


Gillan, who was unrolling the Ecroll so 
fast that "llr'er" Collins couldn't call 
off the names of big taxpayers on the 
list. 


The fun wag kep; up in this fashion 


for several minutes, Attorney Tupper, 
who represented the saloon keepers, 
leaning back unconcernedly as hia eye 
singled 
out 
in 
the 
crowd 
of 


matrons a face younger and fairer than 
the rest. 
"There," said Brother Collins, paus- 


ing for breath—"There they are. We 
can't stop to rend'em all; 1633 voters 
and taxpayers, many of whom are here 
this afternoon to speak for themselves." 


At 
this announcement Chairman 


Letcher gasped and said, "Are you 
through? There is no motion hefore 
the house." 


"Very well; we have another peti- 


tion," answered Collins. 


Mrs. Fanny Wood then stepped for- 


ward and produced the remonstrance of 
1737 women of Fresno city und county. 
There would have been more names, 
she said, but they had not arrived in 
time. 


Mrs. Wood made some remarks on 


the evils of the. saloon business, when 
the chairman interposed to remind her 
that the whole matter must be brought 
formally before the hoard by a motion. 


Sayre did this by moving that the pe- 


titions be received and placed on file. 
Butler seconded *.fie motion and it was 
so ordered. 


After some fencing on the proposition 


of Mr. Tupper that he should have the 
privilege uE closing the debate, it was 
conceded that he should open it also, 
the Itev- W. H. Martin making A eUrewil 
parliamentary move by ileclinin: 


monitrftnoB, together with the DUUM of 
1700 women of nobility and wealth. 
Mr. Tapper ww a smart mail, and had 
presented his cue the beet way he 
could, but it wtt aboard for him to talk of 
a. moral baric. The remonstrants did 
not come to this chamber asking the 
matter to be treated .from & religious 
standpoint, but simply that wives and 
children might be clothed and fed in- 
stead of the money going to sustain the 
saloon keepers, many of whom have no 
families a tall. 


Hev. W. H. Martin, relerrinK to the 


remark of Mr. Tupper that if the liquor 
traffic was abolished his clients would 
quit, said he wished to God every one of 
them would take that view, and he 
thought Mr. Tapper wonld eay amea, 
[Laughter], lie then cited the case of 
J. G. James, who was one of the signers 
of the repeal petition. Mr. James owns 
considerable land here, but he is a San 
Francisco politician. What interestcan 
he have in the boya of Fresno? 


"1 have never been into a saloon for 


any purpose, good or bad," said Mr. 
Martin with a furtive glanco at the Rev. 
J. II. Collins, who grinned and nodded 
to Mr. Gillan as if to say, "The other 
boys were there too." 


Mr. Martiu concluded his argument 


by disputing the position that saloon 
keepers put considerable money in cir- 
culation. He said that if there were a 
thousand saloons in tlie town it could 
not be said that they produced any- 
thing. One might jusl as well take the 
money and throw it into the Pacific 
ocean. The passing of a dime from hand 
to hand is only valuable when that 
which it represents is itself of value. 


Mrs. Dr. Maupin was introduced by 


Rev. J. H. Collins and was listened to 
with the greatest earnestness and atten- 
tion. She spoke with force and feeling, 
and with obvious sincerity when she 
said to the supervisors that this was the 
first speech she had ever made before 
men in a public assembly. The point 
was appreciated and Mrs. Maupin went 
on: 


"On this petition you have tiie names 


of 1737 earnest women to whom it has 
been a relief to have a Sabbath in their 
homes, and who earnestly petition you 
not to abolish that ordinance, but on 
the contrary to see it properly enforced 
in the town. I know nothing whatever 
of the laws of Fresno, neither have I 
discussed this liquor question in public. 
I have stayed at uiy own horn*, but I 
have taken a deep interest in the homes 
of others around me. That ordinance 
suits me exactly. 
From a common 


sense standpoint don't repeal that law. 
Don't take a step that will put you back 
for years and years. To open the sa- 
loons on Sundays may make a few more 
dollars jingle on the counters of the sa- 
loon keepers, but it will also mate ach- 
ing hearts and anguish among the 
women of Fresno. I believe that if the 
tux pay era only knew how heavy taxes 
they are paying in consequence of these 
silicons they would vote to close them 
EC-yen days a week. You may say that 
these names on this petition are only 
those of women, but they will be heard 
at another bar." 


The applause ' ,-hich followed cast the 


eloquence of succeeding speakers into 
the background. 


The nest sensation was caused by the 


Rev. J. 11. Collins, who branded the 
saloon keepers who had violated the law 
is criminals. "Most of them," said he, 
"are foreign born ; some of them arenot 
naturalized and part of them are not 
civilized! Aresuch men us these to run 
Lhc city? Which is going to run it 
the 


iioodlnm element or the decent element? 
Are you going to say that these women, 
American women, are not to be consid- 
ered when you have at a recent meeting 
in this chamber heard one of these men 
blaspheme—a man whose face it was 


'y necessary to look at! 
The men who have violated that ord- 


inance have the audacity to come here 
and ask you to repeal it! We ask you 
to leave ihe law as it is till you give the 
K 


eople a chance to vote on it at the bal- 
)t bos. 
Are we asking too much? We 


hope not." 


In reply to Mr. Martin, the tax col- 


lector stated that there are now only 
seventy-three saloons in the county, and 
the number is decreasing. 


Mr. Tupper'e reply was brief, but 


forcible. He denounced as tin outrage 
that his clients should be spoken of as 
criminals. He proposed to fully assert 
their rights in any court, and any place, 
anil did not care whether anybody liked 


or not. 
Supervisor Butler said that when this 


ordinance was passed opposition was 
expected. T|lppe wag not a single 
name on the repeal petition that would 
influence him at, all. He was in f*vor of 
rejecting the petition and enforcing the 
law. Mr. Butler made a motion to this 
effect, which was seconded by Sayre. 


Supervisor Foster placed himself on 


record as willing to protect the saloon 
keepers in his district so long as they 
complied with the law, but he was not 
there to protect men who enticed young 
men anil strangers from the country 
into their saloons on Saturday night, 
doped them, robbed them and,threw 
them out into the street on Monday 
morning to be put in jail for si sty or 
ninety days and set to work iti the 
chain 
gai)<:. He would protect the 


per stood up to begin. 


The attorney stroked his Florentine 


mustache anil caused a titter of laugh- 
ter at the start by indicating with a 
wave of the hand Parsons Collins and 
Gillan, with the extensive background 
of feminine supporters. He apologized 
to the supervisors for any embarrass- 
ment he might exhibit in presence of 
such an array of chivalry and beauty. 


The 
younger women smiled 
and 


whispered to eacli other that Tupper 
wasn't such a dreadful man after all, 
but their seniors-constituting the im- 
mense majority—frowned as if to say, 
"Does be really mean it?" 


Mr. Tupper's uueech agreeably dis- 


appointed those who had looked for a 
long legal and technical harangue. His 
remarks were brief and incisive. He 
began by saying that though the names 
on his petition were few they repre- 
sented a larce amount of tax paying 
property in Fresno county. Tf the mat- 
ter which the remonstrants wanted to 
discuss was the abolition of the liquor 
traffic that could only come up under a 
petition to abolish it. 


"If you want to abolish the liquor 


traffic absolutely," paid he, "wipe it out 
absolutely, and my clients will go away 
to some other community. But we arc 
not dealing with this question now, and 
i do not propose that my clients shall 
be dragged into any controversy on that 
basis. 
You, 
the supervisor?, have 


licensed the liquor business, to he con- 
ducted within certain hours and not on 
Sundays. 
We come, here with a peti- 


tion which represents that this restric- 
tion ia an injustice. We are not here to 
discuss any moral question; whether it 
is right for a man to get drunk or eell 
whisky or not. When times were good, 
when this town was just as respectably 
as it is now, you said to the saloon men, 
'You can conduct your business seven 
days a week and any hours that suit 
vou.' What right on earth have you to 
say that ft man shall not do this or that 
on any particular day? 


"The only question ia whether this 


ordinance ia to be repealed or not, and 
not whether it is right or wrong to sell 
whisky. Yon have said by your action 
that a'tnan may pour all the stuff he 
likes into the stomachs of hia custom- 
era six days a week, but not on Sun- 
day. Here is a pet^mn signed by 12fi 
men representing a large amount of the 
wealth of Fresno asking you, the super- 
visors to give my clients a chance to 
make a living in tlie way they have 
adopted. These clients Dimply stand 
before yon as American citizens. It is a 
matter of conscience—not of law." 


The Rev. D H. Gillan said he did 


not wonder at Mr. Tapper's eloquence 
He was paid for it, hut he was surpnaer 
to hear him speak of the importance o 
126 men when 1633 names of wealthy 
and intelligent men appeared on the rc- 


another thing another day. lie wai 
opposed to the Sunday law, and had 
iiot changed his views.

Chairman Letcher then put the ques- 


tion i "Shall the petition for repeal of 
ho SnmJiiy clnaim; ordinance be rejected 
ind ilenU-d, according to the motion he- 
ore the board?" 


The c.hairnian himself recorded bis 


vote in favor of rejecting the petition as 
did Butler, Sayre and Foster. Wicker- 
shEirn voted "no" and withdrew. 


On motion of Butler, seconded by 


Sayre, the following resolution wr.sthei. 
idopted: 


Resolved, That the attention of the 


District Attorney be and it ia hereby 
:alled Lo violation of ordinance 52 (the 
Sunday closing ordinance) and he is 
directed to prosecute all such violators 
to the extent of the law." 


There was a general hand shaking 


imong the victors and victresses when 
,he Knnday closing delegation withdrew. 
Enthusiastic women rushed up and shook 
Butler and the chairman by the hand. 
Some of them sat aside and painted Mr. 
Tapper's portion in the hereafter in 
plowing colors, while one of them went 
ap to him and said: "Mr. Tupper, 
you've been well paid by these people. 
You've been paid in this world, and 
you'll be paid in the next."

CENSURE SPARINGLY BESTOWED 


Supervisor Foster Charged With 


Wasting Public Funds—Outside 


Constables Criticised. 


The grand jury made its final report 


late yesterday-afternoon. For a time it 
looked as if the presentation of the re- 
port would have to be postponed, aa no 
judge could be found. The jury com- 
pleted its labors about 4 o'clock and it 
was 5.15 before it filed into Judge 
Webb's court room. The Judge had not 
been feeling well and left the court 
house early in the afternoon. 


While waiting for the Judge's appear- 


aiu-i1 the grand jurors made out their 
claims against the county. The jury 
had been in session thirty-two days 
though they ai-luii'lly sut only twenty- 
seven days, there having been four Sun- 
days and one holiday. Most of them 
charged for thirty-two days, however, 
only a few making their claims for 
twenty-seven days. 


UK. WATSON INDICTED. 


Judge Webb was liually found and the 


jury tiled solemnly into his uonrt room 
and took their seats. Foreman Dicken- 
son handed the court a paper; it \vai 
not their report, however, but an in- 
dictment. The indictment was against 
Dr. C. P. V. "Watson and charged him 
with perjury in swearing lit the first 
trial of Richard S. Heath that he saw 
Heath running from the direction of the 
McWhirter residence a few minutes 
after the latter's murder. He stated he 
was able to recognize Heath because 
there was moonlight. 
The almanac 


shows that the moon set at S.45 that 
night. 


The indictment was found three days 


ago and the fact was published at the 
time iu THE UEITIIUCAN'. The failure to 
report it sooner was due to the jury's 
waiting for other witnesses, who did 
not, however, turn up. It is said sev- 
eral ailidavits were presented to the 
grand jury by persons who alleged they 
had played cards with Watson late that 
night far from the scene of murder. 
When these witnesses themselves were 
gum moped they could not tell what 
night it was they played cards and 
claimed the date mentioned was in- 
serted without their knowledge. 


A bench warrant was issued for the 


Doctor's arrest and given to the sheriff. 
Sheriff Scott telegraphed last night to 
the sheriff of Los Angeles county to ar- 
rest Dr. Watson, who is now in that 
city. As soon as he is arrested someone 
will go down from tho sheriff's office 
after him. 


UUW'T WAST TO AD.TOUKN. 


The grand jury retired for a few min- 


utes ufter presenting tlie indictment 
and then came iu with its report. When 
Foreman Dickeneon handed the docu- 
ment to the court the 'latter 'asked if 
they were ready to make their final re- 
port. 
Dickenson answered that the 


jury wished to submit only a partial re- 
port and would adjourn till August 6th. 
The court stated that, acting for Judge 
Holmes, he did not think it the best 
thing to do, and advised the jury to 
either submit this report as their iinal 
one or, if they had other business, to 
continue in session till thev had fin- 
ished. 


The jurors, signifying their consent, 


the court declared the body permanent- 
ly adjourned. 
After the clerk had read 


the report Judge Webb explained that 
it was not hia intention to reflect upon 
the judgment of the jury by insisting 
upon a permanent adjournment.

The continued practice of the police 


hi arresting men and boys on through 
trains, in sidetrack box cars and else- 
where above the city, whose only crime 
is poverty and inability to secure em- 
ployment, we condemn as unwise and 
unnecessarily expensive. We also view 
with disfavor the arresting of Chinamen 
lor playing tan, when with the evidence 
obtainable a conviction is seldom ever 
obtained. 


THE COUNTY OFFICES. 


We have examined into the oilices of 


sheriff, tax collector, recorder, clerk, as- 
sessor, auditor, treasurer and superin- 
tendent of education. Have also been 
aided by the sworn statements of an em- 
ploye from each of tbe above named of- 
fice's, and find to the best of our knowl- 
edge and helief that the same are being 
conducted in an efficient and business 
like manner. 


Ll'XlltlOl'S -SUl'KKVltiims. 


We find on examination of bills of 


the Roard of .Supervisors for the past 
year that in addition to their $6 per day 
received while in session, that they 
have expended about $800 for buggy 
hire, hotel bills and "incidentals," all 
of which has been sanctioned by tho dit- 
trict attorney'e otlice. 


We tind that the sum of $200 is paid 


the county surveyor for a survey and 
map of the McWhirter premises used in 
evidence in the Heath trial. We believe 
this to havo been an exorbitant and use- 
lepa expense. 


A ronimorst: SRKDED. 


We helive that it would be a great 


saving to the county if a suitable house 
was erected on tlie poor farm, for tlie 
maiutemmce and care of indigents, or- 
phans and wayward children. On in- 
vestigation we iind that n monthly cost 
of over |1UOO is required to care for the 
above persons. We find that there is a 
surplus in the general road fund of ei-v- 
eral thousand dollars in excess of what 
is required for the- roads. Now, we be- 
lieve that it would be wise if the .Super- 
visors would erect a suitable building 
for the care and support of the above 
mentioned, which we think cnn be done 
at a much less expense to the county 
than under the present system.

We find that the sum of $400 or $500 


is expended annually for vegetables. 
We believe that it would effect a saving 
to the county it the Board of Supervis- 
ors would maintain a water supply suf- 
ficient to irrigate the yard and garden, 
thus enabling the management to pro- 
duce their own vegetables. 


It lias come to our notice that there

business has been transacted in Justice 
Crichton's and Willie' court and the 
city recorder's office. Men have been 
arrested in large numbers upon the 
charge of vagrancy, with the result that 
convictions were seldom obtained, but a 
heavy and needless expense has been 
put upon the county.

strongly urge upon the magistrates that 
it ia their duty to discourage the whole- 
sale and indiscriminate arrest of unem- 
ployed men upon the charge of vag- 
rancy.

THE COtiKTY HONEY. 


The Heavy Monthly Outlay for Iu- 


digeiits Could Be Bedueed by 


Buildiu? a Pool-house. 


The business transacted l>y tlie Board 


of Supervisors yesterday was limited 
almost entirely to the examination ol 
bills. It was road day, but as Surveyor 
Hoxie is in the mountains locating a 
roftil, the road questions were potiij>oned 
till today. 


A petition from Isaac Myer and oth- 


ers of Firebaugha for a public road forty 
feet wide waa received and filed. The 
road is to commence at the section cor- 
ner common to sections 10,11, 14 and 
15. township 15 south, range 12 east; 
thence west on the section line across 
Pmioche creek; thence following the 
moil practicable route on the south- 
west and northwest Across the I'aiiouhe 
to the San Benito line, seven miles. 


It was ordered -that County Surveyor 


Hoxie report on the matter at the next 
regular mevtin^. Fred Davis and C. D. 
Wtitkins were appointed viewers. 


About a dozen applications for liquor 


licenses were examined by the Super- 
visors, hut no action was taken on them, 
as tho District Attorney was encaged. 
Nona of the names were those of per- 
sons whr> have violated the liquor ordi- 
nance, and most of them reside outside 
the city. In one case of a city liquor 
dealer/whoie presumed to have violated 
the ordinance his bondsmen have given 
notice of withdrawal. 


A matter which is likely to engage the 


attention of the Supervisors at an early 
date is suggested by consideration of 
the heavy expense to which the county 
is now put by the funds supplied to in- 
digents and the maintenance of chil- 
dren committed to Whittier. The latter 
item alone costs $287 a mouth, not in- 
cluding the cost of transportation, etc., 
when the sheriff takes the committed 
person to the institution. 


The suggestion takes the form of a 


proposition to construct a two story 
building on the eighty acre lot owned by 
the county, and a amnll portion of 
which is covered by the city and county 
hospital. The rest is now in alfalfa. It 
\3 urged that the county is now paying 
about $1500 a month .for the indigent 
adults and children, and for those com- 
mitted to Whittier. The average grant 
to sixty-eight indigent adults is $10 a 
month each, making $080. There are 
thirty indigent children provided for at 
$7.50 per month, making $225 a mouth 
more. 


Itisthouiiht that if about $5000 or 


$0000 could be withdrawn from the gen- 
eral road fund and a suitable building 
erected on the county lot the indigcnts 
could he cared for nt a much smaller 
cost to the county than ttt present, and 
ft chance would be presented for magis- 
rates to make an effort at reform be- 
ore committing intractable boys and 
Kirlsto Whittier. This is not in any 
vay the prime idea of the proposed in- 
stitution, but the contention is that in- 
stead of having sixty-eight indigent 
adults and thirty children scattered over 
the city and county, requiring separate 
•ent, fuel and light and wasting food, a 
arge saving could lie made by boarding 
hem all in a proper building. 
The hind on the coxinty lot can be ir- 


rigated from a ditch only half H mile 
distance, and it is believed that when 
this land is brought under cultivation 
the institution could be made ecliVnp- 
jorting, or nearly so. This result, has 
lireadybeeu attained in a similar iusti- 
tution'at San Jose. 


George A. Graham died in his apart-

That of Mrs. Featherstone 
was conducted in so virulent a manner 
by T. A. Bell that he had to be reined 
in. Among those who sided with Bell 
on the jury were D. J. McConnell, W. 
H. Archer, M. C. Stout, Robert F. 
Jacks. The voting on the indictments 
was by secret ballot, but the vote stood 
about the same in each instance, 12 to 6. 


It will probably strike those who read 


the report that the grand jury has cost 
the county much more than it has re- 
turned an equivalent for. Quite a 
nuniber of people believe it could have 
finished its labors much sooner had it 
refrained from trying the Heath case 
over again. The petition to the grand 
jury, by the way, requesting it to rec- 
ommend the District Attorney to dis- 
miss this case, is not likely to have been 
presented, as it is said only half a dozen 
signatures or ao were obtained. 


As lor the cost of the grand jury, the 


amount will probably reach $2500. It 
has been in session thirty-two days, 
which at $It a day will bring the jury 
fees alone to $iy24. The expense of 
bringing foreign witnesses here to tes- 
tify and other expenses will easily bring 
the total cost to the amount designated.

The growers need no attention in this 
work. Combine the packers; prevent the 
glutting of the eastern market by Htpr- 
intf raisins here instead of there; main- 
tain prices, and that it may be to his 
financial interest to pack honestly and 
eell judiciously, let the packer pledge 
his certified check as an evidence of 
good faith. This must meet the ap- 
proval of all co-o'p"erative packers, as 
well as commission men, who mean 
well for our interests.

In Los Angeles the fee is $2 per 
diem, which would make an expense of 
$150 for a venire of seventy-five the Drst 
day, a difference in favor of Los Angeles 
o! $450 in one day. Those mathemati- 
cally inclined can figure the thing out 
themselves. 


The opinion of those in iavor of a 


third trial is based upon the result of 
the two other trials. In the first trial 
the jury lacked but one for conviction 
and in tbe second two. Had tbe jury 
stood more in favor of the defendant, 
say 7 to 5, or even '8 to 4, no doubt many 
would have been in favor of dismissing 
the case; but when 21 out of 24 men 
vote in favor of conviction they are of 
the opinion that there ia a sufficiently 
etrong reason for another trial.

United States. It has already been 
adouted in two states, and several more 
will soon vote upon a constitutiona 
amendment conferring the privilege of 
ballot noon women. Where equal rep- 
resentation has been in force it has re- 
sulted in much good. Corruption lias 
ceased to be ?o prevalent, a ml a better 
class of officials have been chosen. Bui 
still objection lias been made to equal 
suffrage. It would be well to consider 
:he source of the objections, and the 
sordid motives which prompts them. 


In these days of political degeneracy, 


when the success of political parties de- 
pends in a great meuaurtt upon the vote 
of the lower element, and the ignorant 
are allowed the same voting privileges 
ns the educated, proposed reform iu that 
lirection receives swint support from 
;he club men,politici:ias and leaders. JA 
nan who has been thrust into promi- 
nence or has been elected to a public 
oliice, is loath to give favor to anything 
which affects thu power of his political 
support. Iu all the large cities are 
.housends of ignorant voters, princi- 
pally foreigners^ who obey the behests 
of political leaders. The lower strata of

Justice Austin's court room was in- 


conveniently crowded yesterday morn 
ing when thr case of the, people againsl 
W. G. Barimm for selling liquor with' 
out a license on May 18th came up foi 
hearing. Alva E. Snow, Assistant Dis 
trict Attorney, appeared for the people 
and W. D. Tuuner represented the 
fondant. The defendant had demanded 
a trial by jury, and a venire of twenty 
five had been ordered. The following 
seven jurors were secured yesterday 
A. Eastabrook, M. H. Harrison, 0. C 
Puryear, 0. J. Meade, F. C. Lyons, T 
A. Prilchard, J. H. Haney. The venire 
being exhausted, a special venire o 
twenty was ordered to report today a 
1 .SO p.m. 


Thetirst juror tested was W. R. Wash' 


burn, who stated that he had convic 
tions which it would take evidence ti 
remove. He waa excused. When it 
came to A. .Kastabrook's turn a fill 
hour was. consumed in legal fencing be 
tween Attorneys Tupper and Snow. Ob- 
jections and exceptions came thick anc 
fast. 


Mr. Tupper sought to introduce the 


juestion whether the juror would hole 
tarDum liable inacrimina!action,when 
he was absent at the time appearing i 
good faith before the bar of another 
tribunal on the very issue involved in 
this case. Tupper contended that tr- 
liquor gold to the complaining witnet 
was sold by Barnum's bartender, anc 
tba*-- thin witness had hurried off to 
make the purchase while ISarnnm was 
before the Board of Supervisors, with 
the intention of laying the foundatl 
for a criminal action. 


Mr. Snow objected to the question in 


everv suape ami form in which it wa: 
propounded, and Mr. Tupper infiistet 
that, he had a right to ascertain th 
frame of mind in which the juror ironic 
judge the case. He claimed that iu a 
criminal action of this kind two things 
must be proved—the act and the in- 
tent. Tbe intent may be, of course, 
presumed from certain things, but it i: 
necessary to show that the defendan 
had the intent and did the act com- 
plained of. 


He put a hypothetical case in whicl 


he or any other lawyer who had been in 
the habit of visiting Justice Austin's 
chambers should take two or three book: 
away for consultation. The act itsel 
would be one of petty larcency, but the 
intent would have to be shown. 
If 


again a respectable firm of drug^ist 
would fill a prescription which migh 
contain whisky would they be commit 
ting a criminal act if they did not hap- 
pen to have a license at that exact min 
ute? Would a tax collector drag a man 
up on a criminal charge if lie failed to 
pay after previously etatiug that h< 
would fix the matter up in a few days' 


Mr. Tupper thought this situation 


should be fairly presented to a juror am 
fully considered before he had a right to 
acton a criminal information. Other 
men were doing the same tiling at the 
same time as the defendant waa allegei 
to have done. M. Tupper tried anew 
to frame ques.ions embodying the prin 
niplfi be had lai.l down, but. Mr. Snow 
objected every time. 


"The law is very simple," said Mr 


Snow. "So far as the criminal intcn 
is concerned, it is presumed by tin 
criminal act. There Is no getting awa\ 
from that. If a man goes out and steal 
a horae on tbe street he cannot com 
plain if he is brought up into court. 1 
the 
justification suggested could be 


adopted the- criminal courts might aa 
well stop, and the criminal laws wipe' 
out. 
The fact that other men hat 


stolen horses would not justify him. I 
other people sold goodawithouta license 
that did not justify Mr. Barnum. Sup 
posing 100 men were violating tho law 
and one man was excused because 9i 
had done the same thing, tbe 9S woult 
come in with the same plea." 


The court sustained Snow's objection 


and Mr. Tupper tried to get the, mattei 
on record in a other shape by.saying to 
Mr. Eastabrook: 
"If I could show 


that while this defendant was before 
another tribunal in good faith, and tha 
without any knowledge on Ids part the 
prosecuting witness ruehed to the tie 
fend ant's place of business, intending tc 
charge him with crime, would you con 
eider that in your verdict?" 


Once more Mr. Snow successfully ob 


jeclfid, and Mr. Tupper bad to conten 
himself with the usual questions pro- 
pounded to persons as to impartiality 
freedom from prejudice, etc. 


Eastabrook intimated that he cou1< 


give the defeudanta fair trial, but wouh 
much rather be excused from acting a 
a juror. He was passed. 


AI. H. Harrison waa next put on th 


rack and Mr. Tupperreauuiedhia effort 
to get in questions based on Bantam' 
having acted in pood faith. He also in 
sisted that a man could not be chargec 
with a crime through hie agent. Snow 
objected und was sustained. 


Tupper objected to .a question o 


Snow'a as to whether the juror woult 
consider the motives of the prosecutinr 
witness.

The Democratic Federal Itrignite At

KDITOK UKITW.U'AS :—A few days ayo 


there appeared in the Examiner an ar- 
licit- which was intended to create a 
sensation, MA ting that l!o=s Buckley 
wd Dan Hums bad been hob-nobbing 
at the Rildwin Cafe. This was true to 
a certain extent, but it was an admis- 
sion that Buckley was not out of politics 
as he had asserted, and as that paper 
has asserted more than once oil the word 
of the boss. On the other hand, Burns 
says emphatically that he is in politics 
with l»th feet and proposes to crush the 
power of Kelly and Oriminins, who have 
been the partners of Buckley in every 
campaign. Burns has succeeded in his 
effort, and the twins have been defeated 
in every precinct in tbe city. This lit- 
tle episode, so nicely illuminated by the 
Examiner, was more an accident than 
a plan. The fact is, Buckley is as much 
in politics as he ever was. and Hums 
has develoited a sagacity that has chal- 
lenged the admiration of the Democratic 
boss, who still commands the services of 
his old lieutenant, Max Popper, now in 
charge of the Democratic hosts of the 
state. When he undertakes to form an 
alliance with Burns he will have to 
change his tactic*, for Dan t? not in the 
fight for coin. This object was so trans- 
parent that the blind could see it, and 
there was just enough in the conference 
to give the people 10 understand that, 
although banished by the force of a 
grand jury indictment, Buckley is stili 
tbe boss; and now let them enforce the 
edict. They dare not do it. 


But the Republican party have no oc- 


casion to fear the manipulations of 
Burns. He ia not making any slates 
outside the city of San Francisco. His 
ambition is tu destroy the influence oi 
Kelly and Crimmins in this city, which 
has filled every nook and corner of the 
city hall with" an element that moves 
when ex-Judge Jeremiah Sullivan puts 
a nickel in the slot. Being well fixed 
financially Burns has no de?iro for coin, 
but he does love power, llis actions al 
the last election when lie met Kelly ant 
Crimmins in the nrenn and elected L. 
R. Ellert mayor, has commended him 
to the better elements of the city. He 
knows that the Republicans of the state 
will never submit to boss rule, or bosse; 
in any shape, and he is only interested 
in touching the political keys in the 
city. When asked as to his preference 
for governor, he replied that be was not 
making governors; that was the peo- 
ple's business. He is personally friendly 
toward Estee, but it looked as though 
Estee had had his day ; and while Di- 
mond, McDonald and Chipman were all 
good men, and Barnes was a rising star, 
he considered that the countrv had the 
call.

General Barnea is the most restless 


and anxious man in the state. After 
years of hard service in the ranks of the 
party, asking and receiving no reward 
of merit for himself, he is bound up in 
his son. He does not know which way 
to look, and the fact thai tbe young 
man, who aspires to be governor, has 
become, allied to the proscribed ele- 
ment in 
politics through his mar- 


riage with the daughter of D. M. 
pelmas, gives him no little anx 
iety. Aa tho primaries have shown 
the hidden hand in no immistakaole 
language, there i-eeius to be but one 
wise course to pursue. The action of 
the "unknown quantity" in Oakland, 
San Jose and a few other places has cre- 
ated a little uneasiness in certain cir- 
cles, and as there is no distinction as to 
party in their inexorable demands, there 
will probably be a change of the fea- 
tures of the two conventions from that 
of former gatherings of a similar kind. 
It is asserted that this "unknown quan- 
tity" numbers not less than 75,000 in 
the state, 18,000 of whom are in the city 
of San Francisco.

reau has had a station in this city. The 
total for the season of 1893-04 is 8.23 
inches.

7.09 inches; 1389-90, 13.01 
inches; 


1890-91, 8.24 inches; 1891-92, 9.93 
inches: 1892-93, 11.10 inches; 1893-94, 
S.23 inches. 


The June records are: 1SRS, a trace; 


1889, no rain; 1890, a trace; 1891, 0.02; 
1892, 006; 1893, no rain. 


The hay crop will boeeriouBly affected 


all over the county. The rain was espe- 
cially severe in the foothills. 


Reports from the vineyards are to the 


effect that little or no damage has been 
done. The pears will be materially 
benefited, and the result of the local 
rains will be to make shipments of green 
pears earlier out of this valley than out 
of the Sacramento valley.

T. J. Kirk, giving the county pchool 
census for the year ending June SO, 
1894, was received and filed with tbe 
supervisors yesterday. 


It shows that the number of while 


children between the ages of 5 and 17 
years was 7269, of whom 3752 were boys 
rnd 3517 girls. The number of colored 
children was 55, of whom 27 were boys 
and 28 girls. 


The number of children under 5 venrs 


of ane was 3196, of whom 3138'were 
whites, 39 negroes, 12 Indians ajid 7 
Mongolians. The report further shows 
that 93 children attended private, bnt 
no public schools, while 1377 had not 
attended at public school at any time 
during tbe year. Of the grand total of 
10,571 children, 10,202 were native born, 
and 369 foreign born. 


In Fresno city the report deals with 


2442 children, of whom 86 were foreign 
born. The lar^e number of 342 chil- 
dren was recorded as not attending 
school at any time during the year in 
Fresno city. Of children between the 
apes of 5 and 17 there are 790 boys and 
870 girls; total 1666; of negroes, 12 boya 
and 17 girls; total 29; of Mongolians, 
5 boya and 12 girls; total 17. Under 5 
years of aire there are 730, of whom 702 
are whites. Thirty-seven children be- 
tween the ages of 5 and 17 years attend 
private schools in Fresno.

sarily have any intrinsic value whatever 
and that its value would not fluctuate 
as it would depend entirely upon the 
credit of the government. In aft likeli- 
hood they assume that the credit of a 
nation never changes. Such ia 
the 


synopsis of the Populist teaching in the 
local club.* 


.Now, the money they propose to im- 


pose upon us is* fiat money, pure ant 
simple. It is irredeemable, possesses 
no intrinsic value and is stamped at the 
will of the. government. The issue 01 
iiat money is a practice that cannot be 
too greatly condemned. In every in- 
stance in which fiat" money was used 
history tells us it has always ended dis- 
astrously. It is only necessary to refer 
to tbe Land Bunk scheme in England 
in the latter part of the seventeenth 
century, and that of the Paper Banks in 
Rhode Island at the close of the Revo- 
lutionary war. Coming down to the 
present time, the history of the finan- 
cial troubles in Argentine will serve as 
a good illustrative lesson to the Popu- 
lists. Some time igo they adopted the 
plan of the Populists in that country, 
and they are now reaping the harvest. 
Recent dispatches quote gold there at 
390, and Argentine is now on the ver^e 
of bankruptcy. In the case of Rhode 
Island it depreciated until it became 
worthless. Of this money Daniel \Vel>- 
ster said: "We have suffered more 
from this cause than from every other 
cause or calamity." 


It is a curious fact that one never 


bears anything good about our country 
in a Populist meeting. They are con- 
tinually waging war against the present 
government of the Unjted States. Mr. 
Van Meter in his speech said : "This 
system of government must change. It 
must chance or we will soon be all 
slaves." The epeakar 
pictured 
the 


great discontent among the tillers of the 
soil and predicted they would all rap- 
idly be foreclosed by the moneyed 
power. But it is pretty hard to swallow 
that statement and its wild prophecy. 
Edward Atkinson, the noted political 
economist, in a recent article in the 
Forum baa shown without color tbe true 
position of the farmers in the United 
States. He has made logical deductions 
from the. reports of the recent census, 
and his entire article is well worth 
perusal by the calamity howlers in the 
People's Party. The following extract 
is to the point:

icture of oppression and wrong which

best source. Certainly no sensible Pop- 
ulist will attempt to refute it, as he 
would be throwing his head against a 
stone wall. Yet for the pake of mislead- 
ing, there are some who will perverl 
facts, misquote and misrepresent, and 
draw on their imagination for anything 
wanting. Their desire to foster their 
schemes by leading tbe people upon un- 
known and dangerous ground will not 
work here. They should go to China 
or some place in South America where 
the people are not experienced in finan- 
cial matters, and work out their the- 
ories. Here theorizing satisfies only 
the theorist. _rhe layman requires and 
wants something more substantial, for 
he well knows the result of building air 
castles, lacking the proper foundation o 
facts. In these times one often crosse 
these dreamers advocating their re- 
forms, whose speeches consist chiefly o 
flights of imagination and wild prnph 
ecfes. They are aim ply political curios 
and a product of the times.

THE PLANS FOR THE NEW BUILD- 


ING REJECTED. 


The Board of Education Will Ad- 


vertise for New Plans tuul 


Specifications. 


The Board of Education at a meeting 


Tuesday night rejected the plans of the 
high school building of architect H. A. 
Thomas, which were conditionally ac- 
cepted about six weeks ago. The board 
was in session longer than was their 
wont on Tuesday night, it being after 
midnight when it adjourned. 


Several hours were consumed in hear- 


ing the report of the committee which 
submitted a report of rules and regula- 
tions to govern the city schools, and 
then the report was not completed. 


The high t-chuol plans came in for 


over an hour's discussion, and at tbe 
conclusion a motion to reject the plans 
made by secretary G. P. Cumniings and 
seconded by Mr. Hudeell, was carried. 
President Church cast bis vote with 
Messrs. Cummings and Hadsell, Eden 
and Gallagher voting in the negative. 


When the plans were accepted they 


were incomplete in that there was no 
basement or attic plan, nor did any 
specifications accompany the plans. The 
general plan and arrangement, however, 
aeemed to suit the board better than 
any other and the plans were adopted 
on condition that the specifications and 
details would be satisfactory to the 
board. 


The arrangement of the attic and 


basement, together with the specifica- 
tions did not meet the approval of tbe 
board, and this was the cause uf the 
action taken by the board. Quite a 
number of changes had been made in 
the plans at the suggestions of different 
members of the board, but there were 
some general changes upon which they 
could not agree find they thought the 
best way out of (he difficulty would be 
to readvertise for plans. This will cause 
a delay of from thirty to sixty days, and it 
will probably bo ninety days before the 
building will be under way, barring un- 
forseen obstructions. A committee wag 
appointed to draw up an advertisement 
for new plans. 


A secret, ballot was 
taken when 


Thomas' plans were chosen. Thomas 
received three votes and A. C. Swartz 
two. But one member of the board 
seemed to have "flopped over" and the 
rejection of hie plans was carried.

Been yesterday. 
One member thought 


that the architect had not been fairly 
treated, while another member had u 
number of general objections to the 
building. 
Since two other members 


were of the same opinion as the latter, 
their wishes prevailed. 
The matter 


now stands as it did several months 
igo and will have to be gone over again. 


The bond for faithful construction of 


the ward building was submitted to the 
secretary yesterday, and work will be 
begun this morning.

Several 
years ago he dissolved partnership with 
bis father, J. M. Pike, in manufacturing 
cigars and started in business for him- 
self as a commiBsion and shipping mer- 
chant. 


Fresno seems rather unfortunate in 


attracting packing firms of unsound 
financial 
backing. 
Including Pike'B 


there have been four or five failures of 
packing concerns. They generally begin 
business here about a year before they 
are ready to fail. The growers en trusted 
their raieins or fruit tu them, receiving 
a small advance, and by the time they 
were ready to clamor for further pay- 
ments the firms collapsed. Fortunately 
Ptke'e failure affects very few Fresuu 
people. This should be a warning to 
the growers to inform themselves thor- 
oughly concerning the financial standing 
of foreign firms before entrusting their 
crops to them. This, of course, does 
not apply to the San Francisco firms 
that have been doing business here for 
years on big capital.
